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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 to 19, 31 to 72, and 78 to 105, drawn to a method and system for 
communications for a gaming system, classified in class 463, subclass 42. 

II. Claims 1 , 20 to 30, 53, and 73 to 77, drawn to a method and system for a 
gaming database, classified in class 463, subclass 43. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because Group I would require a search of 
gaming communications, particularly subclasses 40 to 42, and visual graphics, 
subclasses 30 and 31 . Group II would require a search of databases relating to gaming 
applications, particularly subclass 43, and class 707 for databases and data structures. 
A preliminary search of class 707 yielded 359 references containing the words "casino," 
"gambling," "gaming," or "jackpot." The subcombination of Group I has separate utility 
as a network of wireless gaming communication as claimed in Claims 2 to 5 and as a 
web client for accepting manual input from a user as claimed in Claims 6 and 7. This 
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does not require the particulars of the database structure of Group II. Group II is a 
database structure including database tables and first, second, and third data objects, 
not requiring the wireless networking capabilities or web client of Group I. Group II is a 
generic database structure and could be used for PSTN instead of wireless networks or 
the Internet. The only claims these groups have in common are linking Claims 1 and 
53, generically directed to a remote system for processing a jackpot in a gaming 
system. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. A telephone call was made to the applicant's representative, James Yee on Feb. 
1 st , 2006 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not 
result in an election being made. Mr. Yee indicated that he would like to see a written 
requirement. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

7. The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 
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8. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C.103(a) of the other invention.
